Herbert Hoover, from the pro­ 
montory of his 83 years, sur­ 
veyed the American scene today 
and concluded: 
"I have lived a long life and 
I have seen our country exert 
Its strengths to overcome as 
great dangers as those which 
beset us today.” 
Without 
mentioning 
Soviet 
Russia's 
accomplishments 
In 
outer space. Hoover told the 
49th annual meeting of the Gro­ 
cery M anufacturers of Ameri­ 
ca: 
"We possess m any eminent 
scientists and engineers of great 
ability and Ingenuity. W e have 
more research laboratories in 
action than ail the rest of the 
world put together. 
Great Warning 
"Our country* has had a great 
warning. 
It is on the alert. 
"I have no doubt of our abil­ 
ity to invent any other horrible 
weapon necessary to deter our 
enemy.” 
Hoover said Russian techni­ 
ques deserve our respect. 
But 
he declared that most of their 
scientific know-how has been 
borrowed 
from 
the 
United 
States. Britain. Germany and 
France. 
He continued: 
"But with our own discover­ 
ies in science, our inventive gen­ 
ius, and our productive capa­ 
city, our country has risen to a 
position of effective retaliation 
to 
any 
irresponsible 
nation 
which 
might contemplate at­ 
tacking us.” 
Hoover called it "a worm ’s 
eye view” to suggest that Am­ 
erica is entering its decline and 
fall. A bird’s eye view, he add­ 
ed, would disclose the "growing 
strength of our nation.” 
The ex-president found spirit­ 
ual strength in the nation's “in­ 
creasing attendance upon the 
worship of God.”

Seeking A Solution 


We’re piffled by the unity of pur­ 
port and viewpoint 
exiting: 
among1 
three Stroudsburg troupe working to­ 
ward a solution of the municipal park­ 
ing problem. 
By pooling their ideas and co­ 
operating closely in other respects, 
the three groups hope to come up 
with a practical solution—some­ 
thing that so far has eluded those 
seeking it. 


Anyone who drives a car will agree 
that the problem is a serious one, es­ 
pecially from late Spring to early Fall 
when the area is crowded with tourists. 
Today’s shopper prefers to park his 
car handy to the business district, par­ 
ticularly if bulky packages must be car­ 
ried from store to parking place. This 
gives the shopper greater freedom of 
movement in all the stores and does not 
limit him or her to only those pur­ 
chases which can lip carried to the car 
on one trip. 
Businessmen realize this fact 
and 
sometimes provide parking lots of their 
own for shoppers. 
But their efforts 
are restricted to the space that is avail­ 
able within reasonable proximity 
to 
their stores. 
By and large, the chief responsibility 
for setting up adequate parking facili­ 
ties rests with the municipal govern­ 
ment, which receives a return in sev­ 
eral ways. For one thing, parking me­ 
ters give the community an additional 
source of revenue. 
Just as important, although not as 
readily appreciated, is the increased tax 
return which comes to the municipality 
from a healthy business 
section 
as 
compared 
with 
one 
that 
is 
l>eing 


strangled b e c a u s e of lark of proper 
parking facilities. 
Stroudsburg 
Borough 
authorities 
have long recognized the seriousness of 
the parking problem here. First, they 
extended the parking meter zone be­ 
yond the business district. 
This help­ 
ed to ease the situation, but did not 
cure it. 
Council then installed four-hour me­ 
ters in certain fringe areas of the me­ 
ter zone to encourage greater patron­ 
age of all the m eters. 
While this help­ 
ed too, it was not the final solution. 
Borough Council then set up the 
Stroudsburg 
Parking Authority with 
instructions to hire engineering con­ 
sultants to study the problem. 
This resulted in a recommendation 
that two and possibly three properties 
be purchased in the central business 
section for conversion to a municipally 
operated parking lot. 
Certain problems are yet to be ironed 
out before the authority and council 
can take any definite action. The first 
step is to negotiate for purchase of the 
property, which council lias authorized 
the authority to do. 
Next, a suitable 
arrangement for financing the 
pur­ 
chase must be reached. 
The Stroudsburg Businessmen’s 
Assn. is cooperating in this ap­ 
proach by guaranteeing up to $1,- 
OOO a year for three years to make 
up any deficit in operating costs of 
the parking lot. 
There is no assurance that the pro­ 
gram as mapped out in preliminary 
talks will prove feasible, but with all 
throe groups pooling their efforts and 
resources we can envision success in 
the venture if success is at all possible.

Keep Eye On New Jersey Governor 


Whether Republican or Democratic, 
those persons who are engaged 
in 
evaluating the results 
of Tuesday's 
election agree on one point. They con­ 
cede that Governor Robert B. Mevner, 
of New Jersey, is a man with a political 
future. 
His 200,000-vote victory over Mal­ 
colm S. Forbes, GOF nominee whom 
president Eisenhower 
backed, makes 
him a bright hope for the Democrats in 
1960. 
There is no denying that his vote- 
getting success in a normally Republi­ 
can state puts him in a position to bid 
for the Democratic presidential nomi­ 


nation. 
His 
situation is somewhat 
comparable to th at of Woodrow Wilson 
in 1910. 
Both men pitched their gubernatorial 
campaigns on state issues. They kept 
free from national controversies. They 
emphasized good, progressive govern­ 
ment at home. 
This kind of politics opened the doors 
of the White House to Governor Wilson 
in 1912—and it seems to be paying off 
well so far for Governor Meyner. 
At least he has become the man to 
keep your eye on as Democrats begin 
their maneuvers for 1960.—Williams­

When 
a 
political 
pa r t y 
ceases to repiescnt a body of 
principles and becomes the ap- 
pen d a g e of 
one 
man, it 
loses Its spc- 
c i a I charac­ 
teristic a n d 
its vitality di­ 
minishes the 
moment t h e 
extraord i n- 
a r y m a n s 
unique 
pop­ 
ularity 
I e s- 
sens. 
That is precisely 
what is 
now the status of the Repub­ 
lican Party which has shifted 
from the economic and social 
conservatism which had been 
its characteristic to adulation 
of Dwight D. Eisenhower who, 
while heroic as a soldier, has 
proved himself to be a doubt­ 
ful executive in civil admin­ 
istration 
and 
altogether 
in­ 
capable of grasping the es­ 
sentials of American political 
life and institutions. 
Other leadership than Eisen­ 
hower's has not appeared 
in 
Republican 
ranks, 
although 
such men us Vice President 
Richard Nixon, Senator Wil­ 
liam Knowland. Senator Barry 
Coldwater, and Senator Styles 
Bridges are making some mark 
upon the country. 
Vice 
President 
Nixon 
is 
currently the principal aspir­ 
ant for the Presidential nom­ 
ination in 1960, although It 
must he noted 
that Harold 
Stassen is always an aspirant. 
Nixon's difficulty is that he 
had been regarded by the Taft 
Republicans as one of them; 
he has come to be regarded as 
a 
White House 
spokesman. 
With what agility he will cross 
that bridge is to be seen. 
The Taft Republicans would 
prefer Knowland for the Pres­ 
idency. but they are convinced 
that Knowland* present ar­ 
rangement is something like 
the Taft-Dewey arrangement 
in 1948, namely whoever was 
in the lead would support the 
other. Dewey was In the lead 
In that year; In 1952, Dewey 
should have supported Taft. 
Had Taft been elected 
in 
1952, there can be little doubt 
but 
that 
Knowland 
would 
have been Vice President and 
therefore Taft's s u c c e s s o r 
when 
Taft 
died. 
Politicians 
have long memories and al­ 
though most of them are op­ 
portunists, 
their 
disappoint­ 
ments rankle. Knowland knows 
what 
the arrangements 
for 
1952 were; he also know* that 
It was Earl Warren who was 
playing cute politics with the 
controlled, unit-rule, Califor­ 
nia delegation in that Conven­ 
tion. 
In the 1960 Republican Con­ 
vention. it will be KnowHand 
who will control and vote the 


California delegation if he is 
elected Governor. 
Eisenhower has suffered as 
a politician because1 he dele­ 
gated the party politics phase 
of 
his 
career 
to 
Sherman 
Adams, a small town Yankee 
from New Hampshire who be­ 
came Mayor of the Palace and 
the enemy of ail pre-1952 Re­ 
publicans. 
The effects are visible In the 
disastrous defeat of a pro- 
Eisenhower candidate far Sen­ 
ator in Wisconsin; the defeat 
of a pro-Eisenhower candidate 
for Governor in New Jersey; 
the inability of the Republican 
Party in New York City to 
find a candidate for Mayor and 
when they finally got one, he 
suffered a disastrous defeat. 
It will be equally difficult 
to elect a Republican Governor 
in New York State not because 
Averell H arrim an has made 
such a brilliant record but be­ 
cause the Republicans are self­ 
ishly divided. It has ceased to 
be a political party in 
New 
York State and has become a 
congeries of personalities. 
New 
York 
and California 
“Tcpresent~TKe strength of the 
Republican 
Party. 
In 
New 
York, the Negro vote must be 
courted; but that vote is now 
largely Democratic and 
has 
remained so in the mayoralty 
election. 
Besides 
the 
local 
Democrats are more compe­ 
tent courtiers than th* Re­ 
publicans because they have 
more to give in the way of 
state and municipal jobs and 
honors. 
President Eisenhower would 
have to appoint a Negro to 
the Cabinet or the Supreme 
Court to make a real impres­ 
sion among the Negroes and 
Puerto Ricans in this part of 
the county. Voting in 
New 
York is strictly on a personal 
basis as the oppositional ef­ 
fectiveness of the Republican 
Party no longer exists. 
Nevertheless a party in op­ 
position m ust 
exist in t h e 
United States if we are not to 
have the tyranny of a one- 
party monopoly as in Soviet 
Russia or the confusion

Bowling Clinic 


By Billy Sixty 


IN T H E perfect golf swing, 
the right arm hugs the side in 
its backw ard course, and t h e 
arm stay* there in the down­ 
swing until Just before the hall 
is struck. T hat's when It ap­ 
plies the pow er. W ith the arm 
staying in place, the swing is 
from “th e inside out"—to the 
right of th e target, at approxi­ 
m ately 2 o’clock on the dial. 
lf you can picture the golf 
sw tng at that angle, concentrate 
on sw in gin g the bowling 
ball 
through

His father was a druggist, 
and he has studied, practiced and 
taught pharmacy. Now he works 
for the Schering Corp., a pharma 
ceutical manufacturing firm.

Some McDonnell observations: 
That the drugstore is going in 
two directions. One type handles 
everything, including the kitchen 
sink: the other stresses prescrip­ 
tions, "There's room for both," 
McDonnell says. 
That what the

needs is a sterner code of ethics, 
especially on the business side. He 
told the delegates so, to their 
faces. McDonnell didn't mention 
it, but druggists are disturbed at 
tests run in various cities which 
show the same prescription may 
cost twice as much to fill at one 
drugstore as at another. 
That it's unethical for a drug­ 
gist to tell anyone what's in the 
potion he mixed up for you, and 
there s a good reason. "People 
don't realize the story the pre­ 
scription tells.” 
That, generally speaking. Latin- 
American patients prefer injec­ 
tions to pills, and that down there 
the pharmacist often wields the 
needle. 
That 50 years ago druggists 
compounded 75 to 80 per cent of 
all their prescriptions. Now it's 
down to 20 per cent, but in some 
ways 
the 
pharmacist's

is 
tougher. The drugs are more pow­ 
erful now, and an error can be 
disastrous. 
That 
although 
a 
pharmacist 
must follow the doctor's orders, if 
the doctor should err and put a 
poison in the drug, and the drug­ 
gist should doze and fill it, it’s 
the druggist who is legally respon­ 
sible for the mistake. 
That the druggist, especially in 
the small town, tends to be closer 
to his fellow man than the preach­ 
er, doctor or lawyer, possibly be­ 
cause hts place is so easy to drop 
i in to.
